Others, however, ju^t came back 
Notwithstanding the various ex­ 
cuses offered by the hunters—lack 
of game, poor cover or faulty am ­ 
munition-actual figures show that 
the take here Thursday was less 
than bountiful. 
Spot checks by game 
protec­ 
tors in the county T h u r s d a y 
showed that hunters were not iii 
danger of being arrested for hog- 
ishness. 
A total of 171 hunters were check 
rd throughout the day 
by Game 
Protectors Clarence Francis, Ray 
Hughes. Buck Weaver and 
Mark 
Epple. Of the 171 persons checked, 
a total of only 189 pieces of game 
were found in their possession. 
Francis and Hughes cheeked 96 
hunters during the 
day, 
finding 
only 33 pheasants and 66 rabbits in 
their possession. 
Weaver and 
Fpple checked 75 
hunters and found only 28 with 
pheasants, 62 with rabbits. 
This means that only about one 
hunter out of every three who were 
checked had bagged a 
pheasant;

parents or teachers misunderstand 
him, suppose

lazy or ill mannered,

fering. Often the parent writes of 
her em barrassm ent or humiliation 
over him. and wants to know by 
what punishment she can change 
him so she might escape her dis- j 
comfiture. 


T eachers rarely write a b o u t 
this child unless he’s too timid to 
talk at all in the classroom. 


Most 
teachers 
w » t h 
adequate 
training or native 
insights 
know 
that the child who chews his hands 
or clothing, hangs his head in si­ 
lence when asked to talk or barely 
can be heard, is suffering f r o m 
self-consciousness. 
Many a teacher is so patient with 
the timid child or youth as to help 
him gain in personal courage and, 
therefore, to act and speak conven­ 
tionally. This teacher doesn t shout 
at the child who mumbles or hard­ 
ly can be heard. She waits serene­ 
ly as he speaks. If she can ’t hear 
him she walks closer to him. then 
gradually backs away.

SHE ALSO TRIES to create a 
classroom atmosphere so 
friendly 
that he has no fear of being laugh­ 
ed at or 
interrupted 
by 
anyone 
there. Everybody in her classroom 
is a precious person. Y e ar by year 
she more often may be found

our schools. Let us pray for more 
like her. 
But while the timid child or youth 
m ay try the patience of the teach 
c r, she is not haunted by the dis­ 
approval of her friends. Yet when 
a tot with his mother is accosted 
on the street or in a store by a 
friend of this mother, she may feel 
very

em barrassed 
if 
he 
hangs his head, chews his hands, or 
hides behind her skirts in silence; 
or if this little child on receiving a 
gift from an adult stranger 
were 
too shy to say “ Thank you,” or to 
accept it.

n.other is pretty sure to shout at 
him, “ No. the other hand.” She 
should be glad he had the rout 
age to offer the hand he dill. 
Suppose the child six, ten or fif­ 
teen. is engaged in conversation by 
an adult guest. How fearful his p ar­ 
ent may feel lest he might not say 
th:* right thing or speak in t h e 
right w ay—lest he might em barrass 
her.

Air Status Could 


Heroine Serious 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 — Gen. 
Hoyt Vandenberg fie', into Wash- 
ingion early today from an inspec­ 
tion tour of the Korean front and 
warned that th* air situation there 
"could become serious.” 
The Air Force chief of staff re ­ 
ported that American planes in Ko­ 
rea now are holding their own and 
that "so far the situation is under 
control,” Vandenberg said: 
"It has been the duty of o u r 
planes to prevent enemy supplies 
from going in—and that's w h a t 
they’re doing.” 
Asked if hr thought 
‘he North 
Koreans and the Red Chinese had 
better planes at the front 
t h a n 
those flown by \m erican airmen. 
Vandenberg replied: 
"No. I don't think so.” 
At this point the Air Force gen­ 
eral repeated that "the 
situation 
could become serious.” 
Vandenberg said that there was 
some fear among high military 
leaders in Korea that should the 
Korea truce talks eventually suc­ 
ceed, there would he a tremendous 
letdown in the U.S. defense effort 
"Even if the truce talks 
s u c ­ 
ceed," Vandenberg asserted, "t h e 
people of this country 
must 
re ­ 
m em ber that we will still have to 
keep our forces there for a long, 
long tim e.”
